It does precisely 
that, besides getting better service, at lower 
cost, for all, whether taxpayers or not. 


Organization of a British City. 
N a British city the electors choose Council- 
men from wards. The Council elects certain 
of its members to be Aldermen, and each 
year elects from its own ranks a Lord Mayor. 
Few Lord Mayors hold this office more than one 
or two years. It is the final honor conferred 
upon the citizen for service to his toWn, carry- 
ing with it the highest social dignity but not in- 
volving any considerable executive responsibility. 
The Town Clerk is the executive head of a British 
city government, his powers and responsibilities 
closely corresponding to those of the oberburguer- 
meister or stadt direktor (Mayor) of a German 
city, and his tenure of office, like the German 
Mayor’s, is virtually for life, or until he retires 


for age. It is customary, when a British Lord 


Mayor, who has rendered his town long and valua- 
ble services, retires from the lord mayoralty, for 
the sovereign to confer upon him the further 


honor of knighthood. ‘The Lord Mayor’s office 


imposes upon its cccupant, very often, heavy ex- 
penditure of private funds for social functions and 


} philanthropic gifts; hence it is an office to which 


only men of wealth may aspire. Poor men find 


successful careers in the executive departments 


of British city governments, as managers of mu- 
23 trams, gas and electric works, etc., where 
their tenure of office is permanent, as in Germany. 
This permanency of employment enables British

utilities at very modest salaries; men who in 
America would be found drawing very much larger 
salaries in the employment of the private own- 
ers of public utilities. They, too, are compensat- 
ed in part by the social prestige which attaches 
to their official stations. 

It is not only\the Germans who delight in hon- 
ors and decorations; the rule holds true wherever 
public ownership of public services, with security 
of employment during good behavior, has sup- 
planted private ownership and payment of exces- 
sive salaries made possible by the charging of ex- 
cessive rates for the commodities supplied. The 
change from private to public ownership is 
deemed, throughout the world, to be an advance 
toward a more democratic ideal—not only in 
making these services available, at lower cost, 
to more patrons, but also in narrowing the stan- 
dard-of-living gulf which separated the private 
owners and their highly paid lieutenants from 
the rank and file of the people from whom they 
derive their profits. It is always surprising to 
visitors from the Old World that this democratic 
change should have been longest delayed in dem- 
ocratic America. 


National Telephones and Telegraphs 
N Great Britain the National Government owns 
| and operates the telegraph and telephone 
services, as branches of its postal service. Sir 
George was asked for an opinion upon the effi- 
ciency of these services, as compared with the pri- 
vately owned télegraphs and telephones in the 
United States. 

“The national telephone service,” he said, 1s 
now in a transition state from private ownership 
by the National Telephone Co. to the Govern- 
ment. It is less efficient than your American tel- 
ephone service, but it will in due time become 
more efficient, just as the telegraph service did 
after it was taken over. The Government will 
very soon get the telephone service into shape 
and make it as effective as our telegraphs, and 
at a cheaper basis than it is on at present. Be- 
fore the Government took over the telegraphs the 
charge for a message was 25 cents. It is now only 
sixpence (12 cents) and like reductions will take 
place in the course of time in the telephone 
service.” | 

Lady Fisher-Smith in appearance recalls vivid- 
ly the portraits of the late Queen Victoria.

And 
I'm simply tired out. When I wasn’t being inter- 
viewed I’ve been standing at the telephone.” 


Worried About Suffragettes. 
IR CONAN admitted that this experience 
8 had left him in a dark brown mental mood. 
This was due largely to the fact that he 
had been quoted widely as hinting that if the 
militant suffragettes continued their mad meth- 
ods there soon would be a lynching party in 
London and that it would be a good thing. Sir 
Conan had never meant to say any such thing. 
He has many friends among the militants and 
he is not personally hostile to them and their 
cause. He was referring to the danger from 
the hooligans, the London hoodlums, and he was 
expressing a just and reasonable solicitude for 
the safety of the women should a mob of these 
street characters assail the suffragettes. He 
knew that his wrongly quoted remarks would 
be cabled back to England and, as he expressed 
it, that he would never be able to overtake the 
lie.” Naturally, he is feeling pretty blue about it. 

“What do you think of our modern American 
fiction and how it compares with the recent 
output of English novelists?” 

“That I don’t know. I have not read any fic- 
ion whatsoever in a good many years. The only 
American novel I ever head was “Hellfire’—what, 
dear?” turning to Lady Doyle, who searched her 
memory for a moment and then prompted: 

“ ‘Hellfire Harrison,’ dear; I think that was it.” 

“Yes—by a man named Wiggles, or Winkles, 
or something of the sort. Very clever book, very 
amusing.” 

“Oh, yes, a very amusing little story,” gently 
echoed Lady Doyle. 

“I daresay they read much the same things,” 
continued Sir Arthur, “on both sides of the At- 
lantic.”

HOW TO AVOID WAR.

WHAT CARRANZA WANTS. 

New York Herald: Carranza bad full oppor- 
tunity to participate on terms of absolute equal- 
ity in the conferences at Niagara Fails, but he 
spurned the offer of the mediators. Now he sacks 
participation, but under his own terms. He is 
unwilling to agree to a suspension of hostilities, 
but wants a voice in the procecdings. This he- 
lated effort on his part to obtain participation 
can only mean that Carranza and his associates 
are seeking an opportunity to prevent a peace- 
ful settlement in Mexico. Were Gen. Carranza 
to agree to suspension of hostilities his repre- 
sentatives would be accorded hearty welcome at 


Niagara. 
HEAD CARRANZA OFF. 


Washington Post: Since mediation cannot 
possibly be a success without the voluntary elim- 
ination of Carranza and Villa, it is clearly the 
duty of the United States to terminate the confer- 
ences and move its forces to the City of Mexico 
before Carranza and Villa can take that city. Then 
the United States, on its own terms and in its 
own way, can go ahead with the establishment of 
a provisional Government. Hundreds ani per- 
haps thousands of lives will have been saved, rmil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property will have 
been preserved, and foreign nations will have becn 
deprived of a valid excuse for forcible interven- 
tion. 


CARRANZA’S PLANS. 

Pittsburg Press: It would be supposed at 
first glance that Gen. Carranza was quite anxious 
to have his delegate admitted, thus making the 
conference all-embracing. But such is apparently 
not the case. Carranza, on the contrary (if we 
may believe the latest advices from Torreon) has 
practically declared himself Provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico and is szlecting a Cabinet to be 
shortly announced in a determination to fore- 
stall the mediators and ignore them. It would 
seem that the application for the admission of 
a Carranza delegate to the mediation conference 
came not from Carranza but from Mr. Bryan, 
and that Carranza is busily hatching plans to 
break the conference up within the next few days. 
However, time will tell.” 


CARRANZA IN THE SADDLE.

New York Globe and Commercial Advertiser: 
The Constitutionalists af Mexico, representing the 
liberal and democratic elements of the country, 
are fighting in behalf of a definite program. They 
propose a permanent change in the character of 
the Government and in the distribution of po- 
litical power. They propose to realize the liberty 
that the Mexican masses have struggled to get for 
a century. They intend to get rid of the military 
caste, which has been the prop of Mexico’s privi- 
leged classes. They intend to secure a better 
distribution of the land among the people. While 
well disposed toward foreign capital, they in- 
tend to look more closely into the terms of con- 
cessions. The Constitutionalists know that in- 


finite difficulties will attend the realization of 


this program, even though confided to its friends.

Zuilty of the crimes ascribed to Edalii. 

In this particular instance it was im- 
possible to get the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department to take any 
action toward the obtaining of a free 
pardon for Edalji until Sir Arthur had 
gone to the extreme length of securing, 
through the force of public sentiment, 
the appointment of a Parliamentary 
Commission to inquire into the matter. 
To this commission Conan Doyle sub- 
mitted all the evidence that he had 
gathered in behalf of Edalji's innocence, 
and after a number of sessions, extend- 
ing over a period of several munths, the 
commission finally reported to Parlia- 
ment to the effect that Edalji ought 
never to have been convicted and that 
he was guiltless of the crimes with 
which he had been charged. 

Wins a Pardon for Edalii. 

Very reluctantly the Secretary of 
3tate for the Home Department there- 
upon issued in the name of the sover- 
eign a free pardon to Edalji, thus 
remitting the remaining four vears 
of his seven years of penal servitude, 
and at the same time sent a notifi- 
cation to the proper authorities de- 
manding the restoration of his name 
to thé roll of solicitors from. which it 
had been struck by order of the High 
Court at the time of his conviction. 
But the Government absolutely de- 
clined to grant anything in the way 
of pecuniary compensation to Edalji 
for the d¢ruel wrong which he had 
suffered nor for the ruin of his legal 
practice, and in this particular Conan 
Dovle was unable to accomplish any- 
thing. For the insular Briton does 
not look Kindly upon halfbreeds, es- 
pecially when the mixture of races 
is between the whités of the West 


Edalji, had to be satisfied with re- 
covering his liberty, which he owed 
éntirély to the iniative and efforts 
of Conan Doyle, . 
No one but Sir Arthur himself can 
form any correct estimate of the amount 
of money and of time which he spent in 
the righting of these two particularly 
flagrant cases of judicial error. Realiz- 
ing the difficulty of finding anyone will- 
ing, like himself, to undeftake the cost, 
the labor and the odium of such a 
task, and that the average citizen 
would be disposed to let an innocent man 
rot in jail rather than to assume the 
responsibility and labor of .obtaining 
the liberation of the victim, he set 
to work to ‘bring about the creation 
of a Court of Criminal Appeal, using 
his able and ever fascinating pen to 
arouse public feeling in behalf of the 
project. 
It took him some years to accomplish 
hs aim. But ultimately his efforts were 
crowned with success; and now every 
convict who is either the victim of a 
fudicial error or who has received an 
unduly harsh sentence can bless the 
name of Sir Conan Doyle when the 
wrong is righted by the Corut of Crim- 
inal Appeal—Sir Arthur's offspring. 
Conan Doyle f% first and foremost u 
deriving his artistic tastes 
and gifts from his father, that clever 
painter, Charles Doyle. He received his 
early education at the great Roman 
Catholic College at Stoneyhurst and aft- 
erward completed it first of all at sev- 
eral of the great German universities 
and afterward at Edinburgh, where he 
won his medical degree.

from the University of Edinburgh and 
a great favorite of the reigning family, 
owing to which he on several occasion® 
had offers of a baronetcy prexsed upon 
him, which he declined owing to the 
loss under particularly sad circumstan- 
ces of his only son. 

Doyle after graduation started out in 

médical practice at Southsea and there 
published his earliest work, “A Study in 
Scarlet.“ in which Sherlock Holmes 
makes his debut. The Adventures of 
Sherlock Holmes” followed four years 
later, in 1891, and the boox proved so 
much of a popular success that Doyle 
to a great extent abandoned his medical 
practice and devoted himself to writing 
novels and plays, thanks to which ‘he Is 
today a very rich man, his works and 
plays having) been translated into a 
number of foreign languages.

LONDON’S FRENCH DRAMA 
SEASON PROVES FAILURE 


Modern and Classic Plays Pre- 
sented by Excellent Company 


to Meager Audiences. 

The season of French plays presented 
under the management of Gaston Mayer 
and Maurice Froyez at the Ambsassa- 
dors’ Theater in London has proved 
sv unprofitable that it has been aban- 
doned, its projectors announcing that 
their financial loss is too heavy to per- 
mit of a longer maintenance of their 
enterprise. 

Judged according to Fiench stand- 
ards, the modern and classic dramas of- 
fered for the consideration of Londvua 
playgoers were of excellent quality, 
but the audiences invariably have been 
small and scmetimes almost nonexist- 
ent. The productions seemed to make 
no appeal whatever to English taste, 
and the further fact that they were 
presented by an admirable company of 
French players also failed to commend 
them to popular favor. The managers 
of the venture confess that they dis- 
astrously have overestimated the in- 
terest of English playgoers in the 
French drama. 

In addition tc the players already seen, 
a number of French artists engaged 
for the season, but who have not yet 
been given opportunity to appear, must 
receive compensation for the time speci- 
fied in their contracts. All claims 
against the management are being met 
in full.

Thompson filed his bankruptcy petition 
in March, 1913. His action followed close- 
ly upon a complaint by his firat wife, 
Celeste Clark Thompson of 4863 McPher- 
son avenue, that he had failed to pay 
alimony due her. Alimony of $500 a 
month was granted to her in the Clay- 
ton Circuit Court on Jan. 2, 1910. 
Thompson's bankruptcy petition states 
the alimony was paid up to July, 1912. 

Thompson was married the second 
time in April, 1911, to Mrs. Helen Over- 
ton Bonner.

Surrenders to Parish Priest After

Nineteen. 


BARRICADED TWO DAYS 


Hungarian Has No Trouble Dis- 
lodging Those Who Try to 
Climb Sttirway. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, June 6-—The 
parish priest of the village church at 


Hoenlany persuaded August Tomsics, a 
murderer to surrender, late today, after 
he had used the steeple of the church 
for a fortress for two days and killed 
two policemen and wounded 19 others 
who attempted to reach him. 

After killing a farmer and his wife 
and wounding their daughter he took 
refuge in the church steeple, armed 
with a repeating rifle and 500 cartridges. 

In the first charge made by the police 
they were met with a fusillade which 
killed two and wounded 14. A large 
force of police then surrounded the 
church, but their commander admitted 
he was helpless until Tomsics decided 
to surrender or used up his ammuni- 
tion. The only approach to the steeple 
is a narrow stairway and Tomsics had 
no trouble in driving back anyone who 
tried to ascend it. 

He fired 20 of his 800 cartridges yes- 
terday and besides wounding a large 
number of persons destroyed the altar 
and the pictures in the church. 

This morning he shouted from the 
steeple: “It is a good thing you let 
me sleep during the night. Now I have 
fresh strength When my last cart- 
ridge is gone, I will kill myself.” 

A heavy fusillade this afternoon from 
the gendarmerie against Tomsics’ ref- 
uge drew from him a volley which 
wounded five other men. 

The parish priest then stepped into the 
breach. Tomsics yielded to his exhor- 
tations and surrendered.

STEEPLE GIVES UP 


Surrenders to Parish Priest After 
Killing Two and Wounding 
Nineteen. 


BARRICADED TWO DAYS 


Hungarian Has No Trouble Dis- 
lodging Those Who Try to 
Climb Sttirway. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, June 6.—The 
parish priest of the village church at 
Hoenlany persuaded August Tomsics, a 
murderer to surrender, late today, after 
he had used the steeple of the church 
for a fortress for two days and killed 
two policemen and wounded 19 others 
who attempted to reach him. 

After killing a farmer and his wife 
and wounding their daughter he took 
refuge in the church steeple, armed 
with a repeating rifle and 500 cartridges. 

In the first charge made by the police 
they were met with a fusillade which 
killed two and wounded 14. A large 
force of police then surrounded the 
church, but their commander admitted 
he was helpless until Tomsics decided 
to surrender or used up his ammuni- 
tion. The only approach to the steeple 
is a narrow stairway and Tomsics had 
no trouble in driving back anyone who 
tried to ascend it. 

He fired 200 of his 500 cartridges yés- 
terday and besides wounding a large 
number of persons destroyed the altar 
and the picturés in the church. 

This morning he shouted from the 
steeple: “It is a good thing you let 
me sleep during the night. Now I have 
fresh strength. Wen my last cart- 
ridge is gone, I will kill myself.“ 

A heavy fusillade this afternoon from 
the gendarmerie against Tomsics’ ref- 
uge drew from him a volley which 
wounded five other men. 

The parish priest then stepped into the 
breach. Tomsics yielded to his exhor- 
tations and surrendered.

Commitee Members Say Testi- 
mony Does Not Reflect Upon 
Management of School. 


A five-hour inquiry into the cor- 
porel punishment at the City Indus- 
trial School was made yesterday by 
a subcommittee of the Board of 
Children’s Guardians. The witnesses 
were Supt. John W. Major and at- 
taches of the institution, inmates of 
the school who have been punished, 
and a number of women ot the 
neighborhood. The women capsed 
the inquiry by filing a complaint 
with Mayor Kiel Friday. 
After the hearing, members of the 
committee indicated to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that they did not 
think the testimony heard would 
warrant any report unfavorable to 
the school management. They will 
report to the board at its meeting 
Tuesday night, in the Municipal 
Courts Building, Thomas H. Rog- 
ers, secretary to the Mayor, who was 
present, will report on the matter to 
Mayor Kiel. 
Frank G. Eaton acted as chairman 
of the committee, and the other mem- 
bers were C. G. Rathmann, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, Irvin 
Barth, Joseph Hartnett and E. A.

9 Girl Tells of Whipping. 
The hearing had been announced to 
begin at 4 p. m., but when reporters 
arrived at that time it had been in 
session for an hour, and the reporters 
were admitted only after some argu- 
ment. It lasted until nearly 8. 
A 14-year-old girl, weighing 105 
pounds, who was whipped with a small 
strap, Friday morning, May 29, by 
Elsie Hueckels, a nurse weighing 115 
pounds, was heard before 4 o'clock. 
Her testimony, the committee said, 
was similar to her remarks to re- 
porters earlier in the day when 
she said, “I deserved every lick 
I got and it ought to have been 
harder.” She admitted she cursed 
other girls and the nurse. She was 
struck three times on each hand and 
three times on each leg with the 
strap, she said, but Miss Hueckels 
said the number of blows was 14 in 
all. 

Says She Heard Boy Cry. 
Mrs. Helen Simon of 8403 Montana 
street, leader of the neighborhood com- 
plaints, testified rapidly and at times 
vehemently, and members of the com- 
mittee had difficulty in checking her 
flow of words to interpose a question. 
She, and the women who testified after 
her, all said they heard the cries of a 
boy on the morning of May 2. It was 
at that time, the 14-year-old girl’s testi- 
mony showed, that she was being 
whipped. No boy was whipped on that 
day, the superintendent and others tes- 
tified. 
Mrs. Simon said she had heard the 
cries for years,“ and that she had al- 
ways heard them accompanied by the 
sounds of straps. She and the other 
women said they had heard no cries 
that seemed to be caused by pain from 
surgical operations, though the cries 
usually came from the hospital ward.

POLICE TO ROUND UP 
UNLICENSED MOTORISTS 


According to figures from the Sec- 
retary of State of Missouri, about 
2000 motorists in’ St. Louis, who have 
taken ont State automobile licenses, 
have not purchased similar license 
plates from the City of St. Louis, as 
the cfty ordinance requires them to do. 

Only 42 dealers had taken out the 
city dealers’ license required by the 
recently passed ordinance, The cost 
is $10 for the first plate and $5 for 
each duplicate thereof. About 60 
dealers have not taken out the city 
license. 

According to the police, a “round- 
up” day is close at hand. When it 
comes, and it will not be announced 
in advance, police officers will be sta- 
tioned at the important traffic points 
and all motor cars will be stopped 
and the drivers required to show their 
city license plates.

BE USED TO BUILD ROADS 


“Within the boundaries of a State 
the authorit'es can find employment 
for all prisoners under the State use 
plan,’ stated William H. Whittaker, 
Superintendent of the Deatrict of 
Columbia Workhouse at Occoquan 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mitte of the United States Senate at 
a hearing on the Booher-Hugher bill 

Mr. Whittaker, who has peen in 
prison work for 20 years, appeared in 
support of the measure, though in 
1910, when a similar bill was before 
Congress he had opposed it on ‘the 
ground that it would be impossible 
if the bill passed to find work for the 
prisoners. His experience in devel- 
oping the work at Ocoquan 4uring 
the past four years has led him to re- 
verse this opinion. 

“There are 700 prisoners at Occo- 
quan,’ Mr. Whittaker continued, “and 
there is work for all of them. The 
institutions of the District are tak- 
ing the output of the labor of these 
people and never will there be any 
reason for shipping a dollar’s worth 
of supplies from the labor of the 
prisoners other than to public insti- 
tutions of the city of Washington. 

“Our output consists of common 
brick, paving brick, crushed stone 
and products raised on the farm. We 
have work for every prisoner in the 
open, without bars, locks or cells. It 
is not a question of the dollars and 
cents we can make out of these men. 
We must have an organization that 
will make of them, when possible, 
better/citizens and you can not do 
this if\you confine them to the ma- 
chines, as is done under the contract 
system, and do nothing else with 
them. I am convinced that the pris- 
oners of each state can be worked 
within the boundaries of the individ- 
ual State under the State use plan 
and a large per cent of them re- 
deemed to society. 

One State may solve this 
problem in one way and another 
State in another. We solve it in the 
District of Columbia by honest labor, 
sunlight and fresh air on the farm— 
by doing al sorts of work that is 
done in any city of a thousand peo- 
ple. There is not a state in this 
Union but has thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of waste 
land to redeem and roads to build; 
the waste land can be redeemed and 
the roads constructed with the labor 
of the prisoners.” »

Reviving Small Fours 


HE year 1915 will not be so much noted for 
sixes as was predicted by not a few makers 
several months ago. In a canvass of over 25 

per cent. of the makers it has been discovered that 
scarcely a company at present building a four- 
cylinder model in addition to its six-cylinder pro- 
gram, is going to drop the four for next season. 
Last year as announcements came out, the story 
was one of new sixes and dropping fours. Present 
mdications are that there will be many fewer 
such announcements during the coming fall. 

In addition to carrying over many of the present 
four-cylinder models theré are several companies 
which are bringing out small four-cylinder motors 
that will list around the 81.500 mark. These new 
fours give promise of being the most, interesting 
announcements for the coming season. What the 
outcome of such models will be is highly problematic 
in view of the six-cylinders now on the market list- 
ing at shghtly over $1,700 or thereabouts. With 
four-cylinder models at somewhat lower prices, 
there 1s promise of a real duel between the four and 
the six in this price zone next season. 

Such a duel will have considerable interest de- 
cause the sixes selling in this field are supposed to 
be the last word in efficient motor manufacture in 
America and the new high-efficiertcy fours which 
are at present undergoing test are naturally equally 
up to the minute In these new models we will then 


have fours and sixes battling on almost even terms’ 


so far as engineering is concerned The Question 
to be solved will be, which will give the best satis- 
faction” With many it u not yet a settled question 
whether a really permanent and satisfactory six can 
be produced at $1.700 or lower, although there are 
several makers on the market at present listing 
close to this figure and if they prove a permanent 
euccess, an they at present indicate, then the 
answer will be at hand 

The present fact that several concerns are bring- 
mg out small four<ylinder cars for next season 
must not be interpreted as meaning a decline of the 
sixes, but rather a further stage in the solution of 
the problem as to which will be the eventual, the 
four or the six Makers are divided on the answer 
One maker asserts that when hsting a car at over 
$2,000, the six has the lead. yet another maker ist- 
ing at over $3,000 finds a steady market for his 
four-cylinder car. claiming that his buyers are en- 
tirely satisfied. and prefer the four to the six. 

No definite trend can at present be outlined that 
would apply to all in that production is the determin- 
ing factor with one maker whereas with another 
limited output with higher price and coupled with 
more ind. dual options are determining factors. In- 
dividuality is bound to be more and more apparent 
in cars listing at over $2,000 The entire country 
has not yet been sold te sixes, there has been a slight 
reaction set up for the fours, but as to the eventual 
the answer will be partly found in the performance 
of the present small sixes as compared with the new 
small fours coming out during the present fall.

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SENATE SUPPORTS 
TRADE. SECTION 
OF TRUST BILL 


Senator Newlands Declares Fear 
of Wholesale Inquisition of 
350,000 Corporations Is 
Groundless. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on interstate com- 
merce ordered a favorable report to- 
day of the trade commission section 
of its antitrust bill. The sections 
providing restrictions for interlock- 
ing directorates and the regulation 
of stock and bond issues of railroads 
are to be further considered by the 
BW fre to be before a report is made. 

The Clayton-Webb antitrust bill 
which passed the House this week, 
will go to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, where it will receive imme- 
diate attention. Senator Overman, 
acting chairman, says he expects to 
take up the bill next week and push 
it through. 

The Senate majority has given up 
all hope of getting away from Wash- 
Jington before September. The Pres- 
ident’s avowed purpose to have trust 
legislation at this session is taken 
seriously in the Senate. The leaders 
have gone to work to carry out the 
program. 

Senator Newlands, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
said: 

“The committee determined today 
to segregate the Trade Commission 
from the supplemental legislation re- 
ferred. to, and has authorized me to 
présent an amendment in the nature 
of a substitute for my original bill 
providing for a Trade Commission. 
The committee concluded to name the 
Trade Commission the Federal Trade 
Commission. Instead of the ‘Inter- 
state Trade Cimmission,’ in order 
clearly to distinguish it from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

“The fear that has been expressed 
that this bill will start a wholesale 
inquisition of the 350,000 corpora- 
tions of the country is groundless. 
Power to investigate is given with 
reference to such corporations as the 
commission may designate. 

“This power is substantially the 
same as is now possessed by the Bu- 
reau of Corporations, and certainly 
the powers of that bureau have not 
been exercised in such a way as to 
annoy the honest business of the 
country. Reports are required only 
from such corporations or classes of 
corporations as the commission may 
designate.”

Three Boston Concerns Join 
Movement for Full Holidays 
in July and August. 


ONE TRIED IT LAST YEAR 


Managers of New Vork Houses 
Discuss Results of the Ex- 
periment There. 


BOSTON, June 6.— Three of the larg- 
est department stores of Boston and 
one furniture house have announced 
that they will close on all Saturdays in 
the months of July and August. Satur- 
day closing was tried by one large firm 
here last summer, the Shepard Norwell 
Co., which concern is this year advocat- 
ing extension of the plan in paid ad- 
vertisements. 

One of these advertisements declares 
that the plan has not proved disad- 
vantageous to the store’s customers and 
that it is greatly to the advantage of 
the firm’s employes. 

The Gilchrist Co., another large 
concern, ig to make the experiment this 
summer for the first time. In a recent 
advertisement it expressed the hope 
that the attempt would not prove incon- 
venient to the customers and urged the 
latter to make their purchases on the 
first five days of the week so as to 
make it possible for the workers to 
enjoy a profitable week-end. 

William Filene & Sons, who say they 
are the originators of the plan in 
Boston, declare it has proved so profit- 
able in the past that they will continue 
it in July and August of 1914. The 
Paine Furniture Co. also has become a 
convert to the new propaganda. 


New York Stores Will Close Satur- 
days. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—Wanamaker’s 
and Bonwit, Teller & Co., two of the 
large houses in the fashionable shop- 
ping district, have announced that they 
will close on Saturdays in July and 
August, emulating the plan inaugurat- 
ed in New York by James A. Hearn & 
Son. Wanamaker’s Philadelphia store 
has been following it for several years. 

Officials of all three houses declare 
they believe the Saturday closing plan 
is justified on the grounds of sound 
business economy. It has been the cus- 
tom of most large department stores 
here to give half holidays in the months 
of June, July, August and September, 
so that by giving full holidays in only 
two of the months and no half holidays 
the time of actual 
employment is thus equalized. 

In a statement John Wanamaker de- 
clares that the experience of his Phila- 
delphia house has been that the public 
will buy as much on five days of the 
summer months as it formerly did on 
five and a half days. The gain in ef- 
fective service from employes through 
the benefits of the full holiday was con- 
siderable, he said. 

Under the old half-holiday system, he 
said, many employes were cheated out 
of part of the time by belated customers 
and others were inattentive'to duty in 
the morning because of thinking about 
what they expected to do in the after- 
noons. With the full holidays, he said, 
they came back to work on Mondays 
greatly refreshed and, in consequence, 
more efficient in every way. 

He pointed out that many customers 
of the fashionable stores go away from 
town for the week ends in July and 
August. Once the others had learned 
that the store would be closed all day 
Saturday they made their purchases in 
accordance, and, in consequence, there 
was no commercial less that was not 
more than counterbalanced by the net 
gain. 

Manager Fred A. Taylor of the Hearn 
store said that his firm was the first in 
New York to suspend business for the 
July and August Saturdays. 
outset, he declared Hearns sounded all 
the other big houses on Fifth avenue 
and found them out of sympathy with 
the project. His own firm, according 
to Taylor, has been able to show from 
the. annual volume of its business that, 
in the long run, the plan shows a busi- 
ness gain instead of a loss, as com- 
pared with the old system, 

He declared that at least 75 per cent 
of the midsummer business came in the 
first five days of the week anyway and 


that if the other 2 per cent should be 


charged off altogether, there weuld yet 
be a saving, when overhead expense of 
running the plant the extra day and the 
increased efficiency of the employes is 
taken into consideration. Hearns pays 
its employes for six full days. Whether 
the other firms which are to give the 


could net be ascertained. 


St. Louls Merchant Says Conditions 
Here Do Not Permit Full Holi. 
day Now. 

Fred Z. Salomon, manager of Fa 
mous & Barr’s, when told yesterday 
some of the department stores ip 
New York and Boston would close al) 
day Saturdays during July and Au- 
gust, said conditions in St. Louis 
would not justify such a move here, 
now, although changing conditions 

might bring it about in time. 

“New York has developed certain 
economic conditions which make the 
movement practical and philanthro- 
pic alike,” he said, “but conditions 
here are the very antithesis of con- 
ditions in New York, and for that 
reason there has been no thought of 
all-day Saturday closing in summer. 
Undoubtedly: there is a tendency in 
that direction, but the process is edu- 
cational and hinges'on public senti- 
ment, being also directly the result 
of a city’s environment.” 

Salomon said the heaviest trade of 
the week at Famous & Barr’s is on 
Saturday forenoon, and that the store 
could not afford to close.

NO INCOME NOW DERIVED 


Another Declares That Mistake 
Was Made in Not Selling 
Building Years Ago. 


Julius Haller, president of the 
Lenz-Haller Realty: Co. and a city 
councilman, has ideas for rebuilding 
the old city hall block at Eleventh, 


Chestnut and Market street with a 
new Court House. 

The present Court House, Haller 
avers, not only is inadequate to modern 
requirements, but also is out of range 
for half the city, especially for the real 
estate men and city officials.

lieves, will have to be built. 

A block opposite the new City Hall, 
Haller believes, would be more attrac- 
tive, but the cost of acauiring it 
would be prohibitive, it was sug- 
gested. 

The city authorities made a mistake 
when they declined to award the old 
city hall block to Daniel Catlin 20 
years ago, when he bid it in at $1300 
a foot on a basis of the Chestnut 
street frontage, according to How- 
ard Gambrill, a prominent | realty 
agent and operator. 

City Has Lost in Taxes. 

According to the assessment of the 
ground on the north side of Chestnut 
street at this point, the loss in taxes 
to the city, besides the interest on 
the investment has been at the rate 
of $7659 per annum. The block not 
only has been unproductive, but also 
has retarded, Gambrill believes, the 
growth of Chestnut street, which lis 
already feeling the stimulus of the 
Busch hotel project.

Missouri Senator Bitterly At- 
tacks Leland of Cadillac Com- 
pany in the Senate. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Senator Reed 
of Missouri, on the Senate floor, charged 
the General Motors Co., of New Jer 
sey, with being a criminal trust and 
asked the Attorney-General to take note 
of his charge and investigate with a 
view to dissolving it. 

The General Motors Co. is an inter- 
national trust,“ said Reed. The man 
Henry B. Leland, president of the 
Cadillac: Motor Co. of Detroit, Mich., 
who would lecture the President and 
the Congress of the United States upon 
a calamity fn the business world, is the 
hired man of that trust. 

“He does not want Congress to pass 
any legislation that will interfere with 
the criminal conduct of the business of 
the trust of which his company is a 
part. It is a compliment to have such 
a man criticise you—as much so as it 
would be for a crook or blackleg to 
abuse you if you were Prosecuting At- 
terney in a ‘city where such people 
operate.’’ 

This sp*ech was provoked by the read- 
ing into the Congressional Record, yes- 
terday, by Senator Townsend of Michi- 
gan, a letter from Leland, saying the 
present Congress is a menace to the 
country. 

The President of the Cadillac Co., 
which no longer has an independent ex- 
istence,”” said Reed, says the country 
distrusts Washington. I think the dis- 
trust comes from the belief that crim- 
mals have seized big business enter- 
prises and have become powerful enough 
to injure the general business of the 
country if they are not pleased witn 
what Congress is doing.“ 

Reed read into the Record the com- 
panies controlled by the General Mo- 
tors Co. and then gaid: “I find that 
the General Motors Co. received $4,746.- 
756 of the $4,838,448 made by the Cadil- 
lac and other subsidiary companies last 
year. That shows what power it has,” 
declared Reed. 

Senator Smith of Michigan called 
Reed’s attention to the fact that the 
law under which the General Motors 
Co. thrives was in effect in New Jersey 
during President Wilson’s term as Gov- 
ernor of that State. 

Tes, but these New Jersey laws were 

passed in the good old Republican days, 
responded Reed, when the Republicans 
held that the more trusts and the big- 
ger the better.“ 
Smith then defended the Cadillac Mo- 
tor Co. by saying that it produced a 
good machine and employed skilled men. 
He said the State of Michigan is proud 
of it. 

“There is where the trouble lies,” said 
Reed. Too many men in high office 
like the Senator from Michigan—are 
ready to come here and defend these 
criminal trusts. He reminds me of the 
man who runs a faro bank.” 

“I protest against such a comparison 
on the floor of the Senate; it may do 
on the stump in Missouri,” said Smith, 
hotly. 

The argument of the gentleman from 
Michigan,” said Reed, “sounds like the 
protest of the man at the roulette wheel 
who thinks that it ought not to be 
stopped because it is well greased and 
runs well. He complains that the At- 
torney-General, during his one year’s 
service, has not prosecuted the Motor 
Trust.

Considering the profits it is poss‘ble 
io realize from geese they are probably 
the least appre:iated of all classes o“ 
@omestic fowls. The general opinion of 
persons not familiar with their habits is 
that they are a nuisance. In answer one 
might say that hogs would be a nuis- 
ance too, if-allowed to roam as do the 
flocks of geese oi. many tarr.s. Geese 
will stand confinement well and they 
need to be confined in order to obtain 
best results. 

Geese live to be older than any other 
domestic fowls and are productive as 
long as they live. While it is not con- 
silered profitable to keep trem ‘onger 
than 10 or 12 years, instances are known 
where ir.dividuals have lived upwards of 
5 years. Of course, they are a total 
frailure as a table fowl ‘ong Fr-fore that 
time. 5 
little Attention Redulred. 
Geese require vey little attention and 
hey also come neger being a!’ profi’ 
than any other domestic fowls, They 
are thiefly grazers and will eat almost 
any green vegetation. If there is enough 
green picking they will need but little 
grain although it is well to feed them a 
little. This feed may be a mixture of 
corn, wheat, oats, bran, etc. Geese are 
also great insect eaters and many potato 
growers have found them very valua- 
ble as bug-destroyers. 

Unlike other poultry, geese lay com- 
paratively few eggs during a season—4 
to 50 eggs being an average. They are 
very particular as to the conditions un- 
der which they begin laying. For this 
reason it is well to get the breeders to- 
gether not later than October so as to 
give them plenty of time to get ac- 
quainted. Naturally geese mate in pairs, 
but one gander usually is mated with 
two females. Young ganders and old fe- 
males are best breeders. A greater pro- 
portion of the eggs of old femals are 
fertile, and they also lay more eggs in 
a season. 

The housing requirements of geese are 
very simple. A low shed open to tha 
south but closed tightly on the other 
three sides will do very well for win 
ter. The inside should be kept dry and 
rlenty of straw on the floor. On very 
cold days or nights a curtain should be 
hung over the open front. Very little 
shleter is needed for grown birds after 
warm weather arrives. 

Screen the Nests. 

Geese like to lay in out-of-the-way 
places, and it a good plan to place 
barrels, screened with brush and con-

It is best to let hens do the hatching 
and let the geese keep on laying. Once 
a goose is allowed to hatch she will lay 
n» more eggs that season. They usuallv 
become broody after having laid 10 or 12 
eggs, but should be broken up immedi- 
ately. When the time for hatching ar- 
rives place four to six eggs under a 
large hen. Goose eggs hatch in from 2% 
to 34 days. After the twelfth day it is 
ndvisable to sprinkle the eggs once every 
four days. Occasionally a gosling must 
be helped out of the shell. However 
help should be given only as a last re- 
scrt, and then very carefully. It is pos- 
sible to hatch the eggs in incubators. 
For the first two or three days the 
goslings should have nothing out 
water and a little grass. Let them 
run with the hens until old enough 
to join the old geese. Under no cir- 
cumstances should they be allowed 
to become chilled and for this rea- 
son it is best not to let them have 
water enough for swimming until at 
least two weeks old., Plenty of drink- 
ing water and grit are necessary at 
all times. 


A nest-egg attracts the lay-

Spade up the yards as often as once 
a month except in winter. This will 
keep the ground from becoming taint- 
ed. Freshly turned earth is an excel- 
lent disinfectant. 


Failures in poultry raising are just 
like failures in other lines of effort.

Cull the little chicks. Don't raise 
the undersized specimens or those 
that lack vigor. They will never be 
valuable as breeders.

To fatten a fowl of any age no fee 
ig equal to a wet mash or corn meal 
and skim milk.

If the droppings of the birds are 
too soft, or watery, it is probably a

Lice on Chicks. 

Q. Today I found that my 7% chicks 
from one week to three months old, 
have lice—brown lice. Some run with 
the hens, some do not. The hens also 
are lousy. Those two to three months 
old are beginning to lose the feathers 
from their heads,—M. F. R., St. Louis. 

A. The time to begin was with the 
sitting hens They should be dusted 
with lice powder while sitting, and care 
should be taken that they are free from 
lice when chicks are hatched There are 
a number of effective lice killers on the 
market. There is nothing better than 
Persian insect powder. Catch the bird 
and run the powder thoroughly over the 
bird, being careful to cover the top of 
head, the body under the wings and 
the surface around the vent. Handle 
each chick separately. Treat the hens 
similarly. Go after the lice in the hen- 
house or the chicken coops. See that 
they are thoroughly cleaned. White- 
wash them. Burn sulphur in a pan 
in the chicken house, shutting all doors, 
etc. Provide places in which the old 
and young chicks may dust themselves. 
You must watch for lice and fight them 
all the time. Don’t let them get the 
jump on you. 


White Diarrhes. 

Q. I have two chicks whose droppings 
do not fall clear of them, but stick to 
them. What can I do for them? What 
shall I mate to 2% White Leghorn pul- 
lets? How old should chicks be before 
they roost? Which breed is better for 
sitting and eating, Barred Rocks or 
Rhode Island Reds?—E. V. M., St. Louis. 

A. You doubtless: have white diarrhea 
in your chicks. Feed some buttermilk. 
Keep quarters clean and dry. There are 
some commercial preparations now made 
and sold that are valuable in checking 
and curing white diarrhea. I should 
kill any chicks that are badly affected. 
I suppose you mean to ask how many 
males to put with 24 pullets. I should 
answer, two. The age when chicks 
want to roost varies. The smaller varie- 
ties roost before the larger ones. Don't 
hurry them. If chicks of large varieties 
roost too early you may have crooked 
breasts and other troubles. I do not 
know wether Barred Rocks or Reds are 
better for eating and for setting. Both 
are excellent for both purposes. 


Preserving Ege. 

Q. I have a flock of hens and pullets 
that show signs of white diarrhea. I 
have been feeding the usual rations of 
good cracked grains, with plenty of grit 
and charcoal, and a liberal amount of 
greens. How is water glass for keeping 
eggs? What proportions are best? How 
many will one gallon preserve ?—Poultry 
Fancier, St. Louis. 

A. The trouble with your grown chicks 
is not what I should call white diar- 
rhea, I cannot say what it ts from your 
letter. Feed charcoal with the grit or 
in a soft mash. White diarrhea is, un- 
fortunately, quite common every year in 
newly hatched chicks. Water glass I re- 
gard as the best preservative of eggs. 
Use 10 parts of water to one of water 
glass. Use sufficient to cover the eggs 
completely.

Mix equal paris’ 
of sweet oll and turpentine and give a 
teaspoonful of the mixture by holding 
the bird’s mouth open and pouring the 
liquid down the throat. Repeat this 
once or twice at intervals of a few 
hours. A few drops of coal ofl adminis- 
tered in the same way will also prove 
effective many times in cases of this 
kind. 
eat let it have soft food in which a M- 
tle ginger is mixed—apout one teaspoon- 
ful of ginger to each pint of food. If it 
cannot eat after a reasonable time fol- 
lowing the foregoing treatment, it win 
be well to force some pills down its 
throat made by mixing a Httle pepper. 
mustard and ginger with lard. If a bad 
case is being treated repeat the dose 
in about three hours. In case you should 
be mistaken about the worms. it may 
be that the trouble is simply due to a 
growth of some kind. Perhaps some ob- 
ject has lodged in the throat and in- 
flammation has set in. In such a case 
only an operation could save the bird. 


Concentrated Duck Food 

Q. I had five ducke a month old and 
one evening when I went into the shed 
I found two lying on their backs kick- 
ing as though they had cramps. I gave 
them some water and worked on them 
quite a while, but they died. I put 
the other three in a box with the hen 
and in the morning they were dead. 
What do you think killed them? They 
had plenty of water and a good run. 
Will moth balls kill chickens if they 
eat them?—C. F. 6., St. Louis, Mo. 

A. You do not state what you have 
been feeding these ducks, but judging 
by the symptoms mentioned the trouble 
was caused by too highly concentrated 
feed and too much of it. In other words 
the ration did not contain the proper in- 
gredients to balance it. Try feeding 
a mash of bran, low grade flour and 
about 15 per cent of corn meal. In ad- 
dition let the flock have plenty of green 
food, a little beef scrap and see that 
sand is available. By feeding sparingly 
the ducks will be induced to exercise 
which is necessary to their well- being. 
Many duck raisers will not allow their 
flocks free range until they are six 
weeks old. Ducklings are voracious 
eaters and when turned out while very 
young they will often gobble up too 

many injurious insects. They wit] pick 
up bugs of all descriptions, and often 
bees and wasps. Fatalities frequently 
result from this cause. We have never

Isolate Diseased Fowls and Use 
Disinfectants in House and 
Yard Freely. 


When fowl cholera breaks out there 
is very little chance of effecting a cure 
by internal doping of birds that actually 
have the disease. Very frequently some 
other disease is mistaken for cholera 
and when, by reason of administering 
some medical preparation, or better per- 
haps in spite of such dosing, the birds 
recover, the claim is made that a cure“ 
for cholera has been found. This fact 
accounts for the many so-called cholera 
cures in existence. 

The first symptoms of cholera usually 
are a tendency to mope, ruffled feathers, 
heads down, wings more or less droopy, 
and the bird remains on the roost. Diar- 
rhea follows, the discharge being 4& 
greenish-yellow, and the sick bird weak- 
ens rapidly. Uusually they do not live 
more than a week after the genuine dis- 
ease attacks them. 

“We have studied this disease and 
conducted experiments with it in chick- 
ens, ducks and turkeys,” says B. F. 
Kaupp, pathologist at the Colorado Ex- 
“When the abdominal 
cavity is opened, the liver will be noted 
to be much larger than normal and 
darker. The spleen may be enlarged. | | 
The intestines are congested and may 
be enlarged. 

“As to treatment, the henhouse and 
yards should be cleaned thoronghly. The 
house, and so far as possible, the yard 
should be sprayed once a day with a 5- 
per-cent solution of carbolic acid, or sim- 
ilar disinfectant. ' Birds should be wa- 
tered from drinking fountains and these 
should be cleaned and disinfected once a 
day, using a disinfecting solution of the 
same strength as for house and yards. 
The feed should be given in troughs 
which are so constructed as not to allow 
stepping into them. These should be 
cleaned and disinfected once or twice a 
day until the disease is stamped out. 

As the germs escape through the dis- 
charge, the sick birds should be isolated 
as soon as it is noticed they are ailing. 
Kill and burn the carcasses or at least 
keep them separated from the rest of 
the flock to prevent further distribution 
of the germs. 

“As treatment, sulphocarbolate tablets 
containing the sulphocarbolate of calli- 
um, sodium and zinc, have given us the 
best result is in our experimental work.

make a success of rearing young chicks 
is to be sure they go to bed at night 
with a full crop.

Hence 
the advisability of sending them to bed 
with a full craw.

This phenomenon was discovered more than 20 years 
ago by Elihu Thomson, the noted American scientist and 
It is the principle of the single phase electric 
motor, rapidly assuming a most important place in the 


mechanical world. 

As almost every schodol- 
boy knows, electricity is di- 
vided into what are known 
as alternating and direct 
currents When two bodies 
are traversed by currents 
running in the same direc- 
tion, they have a magnetic 
attraction for each other. 
When they are traversed by 
currents operating in oppo- 
site directions they are re- 
pelled from each other. One 
can take a metal ring and, 
putting it upon the core of 
a magnet sensitized by an 


alternating current, see 
the ring hurled off into 
space. An electric bulb, 


held at some distance from 
such a core, will be lighted 
just as if connected up with 
its own proper current. Two 
circular discs held above 
the core will revolve, but 
in opposite directions. 

In his exhibitions of his 
machine, Bachelet demon-

however, is in the way he

Down the whole length of one side of the room 
runs ‘the air train track on a raised pedestal. The 


model car, weighing 40 pounds, rests on metal slots

These magnetic coils— yellow, wicked-losk- 
ing coils—stretch far away in an unbroken line to 


the end of the long room to which the car is present- 


ly to be dispatched like a shot from a gun. 


The car is long, marrow and cigar-shape. When it 
is stationary it rests on a track below which, at in- 
tervals of two feet, are electric coils arranged to de- 
liver the magnetic lines of force against the resist- 
ing aluminum ef the car. 

As soon as the electric influence is set in motion 
the coils, instead of attracting the car, push it away, 
with the result that the car is immediately raise 
and held suspended in the air clear of the track. 


At intervals of 25 feet along the track are placed 
solenoids, or pulling magnets, shaped like a tunnel. 
The car passes through the solenoids, which are 
automatically energized ip_succession, thus acting as 
a continual magnet to draw the train along. 

Mr. Bachelet pulls another lever, and the car leaps 
forward and is at the other end of the long room al- 
most quicker than the eye can follow its course. 
On its journey the car spits forth flashes of light 
like a demon thing—light that is evoked by the hid- 
den force that supports this wondrous super-train. 


This is the train which Mr. Bachelet has designed 
for the carrying of mails. Alongside is a beautiful 
model of the type of car which he has designed for 
passenger traffic. This car, unlike the other, will 
not be driven by solenoids or pulling magnets. It 
will be actuated by a propeller and a motor, as in 
the case of an aeroplane. The principle of forcing 
the car upwards from the track by magnetic coils 
is the same in this case. 

Three hundred miles an hour is the speed at which 
the inventor says he can send his air trains hurtling 
through spaee, but a prominent railway manager to 
whom the invention was demonstrated yesterday 
said the trains could be driven at 600 miles an hour 
provided electric power was strong enough. 


In describing his invention Mr. Bachelet Said it would 


be possible to run trains from London to Manchester 
with only one generating station situated half-way. 


“The cost of running,” he added, “would be in- 
finitesimally small compared with the cost of the 
railroads of today. To convey a pound of merchan- 
dise 300 miles by my system would cost no more 
than one halfpenny. For passengers the cost of 
carrying would be on a similarly cheap basis. We 
wish to demonstrate with goods alone to start with, 
so that there shall be no possible chance of an acci- 
dent when passenger trains are introduced. It-will 
be possible to instal the ‘system by the side of an 
existing railway track. |

“] have recently 
been consulted by a 
number of dancers 
whe came to me 
complaining of pain 
in. the front of the 
foot,’ and in every 
instance have feund 
the same symptem- 
complex, and on m- 
vestigation dliscov- 
ered the cause con- 
stant—the modern 
dance. I feel, there- 
fore, that it will not 
be amiss to report my experiences with 
this condition. 

“The patient generally awakes in the 
morning with a slight, dull pain im the 
outer anterior aspect of the leg im its 
lower third. At first *t is regarded as a 
silght bruise or a ‘littl rheumatism.’ 
During the next few days the pain be- 
comes more marked and a stiffmess in 
flexion and extension of the foot is not- 
ed. Going up and down stairs is painful, 
especially the latter. He or she now be- 
comes worried and. 
vice. 

“The physician on examination notes 
the slight limp of the patient. He dis- 
covers that the patient finds standing on 
the toes, or passive and active extension 
of the ankle joint, painful. There is no 
redness. Over the region of the tibialis 
anticus tendon pressure produces a slight 
degree of tenderness. With the hand 
over this painful area, extension and 
flexion of the ankle is made and the 
typical crackling feeling of a tenosynovi- 
tis is noticed. 

“The latter day dances, especialy the 
tango and the maxixe, and to some ex- 
tent the complicated figures of the hesita- 
tion waltz, call for great flexibility of 
the ankle, with much movements at this 
point throughout the various intricate 
steps. The more common movements 
are those of extension, flexion and adduc- 
tion of the foot. The resultant is a con- 
stant strain on the extensor muscles of 
the foot, viz., the tibalis anticus, the ex- 
tensor longus digitorum and the extensor 
proprius hallucis, which in turn produces 
a tenosynovitis in this muscle group. The 
commonest tendon involved is that of the 
tibialis anticus.”’ 

The situation of the muscles spoken 
of by Dr. Boehme ‘ts well illustrated by 
the accompanying diagram, adapted frem 
Gray’s “Anatomy,” which shows a leg 
with the skin removed to display all the 
muscles and tendons of the calf. 

The muscle most affected is the tibialis 
anticus, which ends in a tendon that is 
inserted into the base of the metatarsal 
bone of the great toe. It regulates the 
ankle work and is urder constant strain 
in the modern dances. 

The extensor proprius hellucis is the 
muscle that raises the big toe. 
don passes over the instep and is insert- 
ed into the last joint of the toe. 

The extensor longus digitorum, as will 
be seen from the picture, ends in four 
tendons which run down the instep and 
are inserted into the second and third 
joints of the four lesser toes. It pulls the 
strings of all the smaller toes, which ex- 
plains why these cannot be moved indi- 
vidually as can the fingers of the hand. 

Dr. Boehme has treated seven cases of 
this trouble, due to dancing, and a similar 

case in a seamstress, who werkes her 
„ by foot. 

In curing „tango foot’’ the first requi- 
site is rest. By rest, Dr. Boehme means 
abstinence from . „the . exciting: cause, 
which is, of course, dancing.

F MILK bas been both food and 
G@rink for young and old ever since 
prehistoric times, there must be a 
reason for it. It has remained, 
however, for modern analytical processes 
to prove that mik is the cheapest and 
most valuable of food products, espe- 
cially when compared with meat. 0 

Average milk contains 87.75 per cent. 
of wuter, 34 per cent. of fat, 3.5 per 
cent. of albumen, 4% per cent. of milk- 
sugar, 75 per cent. of mineral salts. The 
explanation is necessary that milk-fat is 
the most easily digested of all fats, being 
prescribed by physicians to those with 
weak digestions who reguire good 
nourishment. 

Milk-sugar is the most valuable of 
carho-hyGrates, on account ef its high 
nutrition value, and lack of accompany- 
ing injurious effects. The salts in the 
milk, on account of the combination of 
chalk and phosphoric acid, are the best 
known to chemistry. 

The large proportion of water is mis- 
leadimg to the laity, who do not know 
how great a proportion of water is found 
even in Jean meat. Boit has found in 
lean meat 75.8 per cent, water, 20 per 
cent. albumen, 3.2 per cent. salts, 1 per 
cent. fut. 

So solid meat contains almost as much 


water as milk, and while richer in albu- 
men, is poorer in fat, and altogether 
poor in cafbo-hydrates. It cannot be 
truly said of meat, as it can of milk, 
that it is made up ef all nutrient ele 
ments in proper preportions.

EFORE the Jackson County Eclec- 
tic Medical Society in Kansas 
City, Dr. F. M. Planck recently 
exhibited a machine to which he 

has given the name of the psychophano- 

meter, and for which he claims that it 
not only shows positively the existence 
of psychic emanations from the body, but 
that it measures them.

AINWATER as it leaves the clouds 

is pure.

Should it pass through a layer of 
sulphate of lime or gypsum the water will 
contain a large amount of this material.

rides and nitrates are apt to cause cor-

FRENCH scientist in a recent maga- 
zine article asked, in effect, this 
question: 

“If you would care to know what 

disease you are likely to die of some 
twenty years from now, why not 
take an inventory of yourself?“ 
It was not an idle, fatuous question, according to 
who may 
speak with something of authority, as it is his business 
to direct that kind of inventory. In other words, he 
is examining physician for several conservative life in- 
surance companies. 

An inventoiy of yourself? Just that and nothing 
more. An examination of the stock and an appraisal of 
its actual values. Heart, arteries, lungs, liver, kidneys, 
all the interior organism which keeps you in good 
health when it is in proper condition and brings you 
to a speedy end when it is not. 

Of course such an examination cannot include the ac- 
cidents that may come. You may be due for a sudden 
demise of apoplexy along in your fifty-sixth year and 
yet die of yellow fever in your fiftieth; but that doesn’t 
detract from the value of the apoplexy diagnosis. The 
yellow fever has simply slipped up an you in the dark 
like a highwayman, who bas stopped you a little while 
before you have plunged over a precipice. 

The French scientist’s question merely formulated 
the best in modern medicine. 
erly, it is only necessary to paraphrase some of bis ob- 
servations on the differences. between modern medicine 
and the practice of 30 years ago. 

The theory of medicine in those days, as he explains 
it, was reparation; that of today is prevention. Then 
the doctors waited until you had developed uremia or 
arterio-sclerosis, or angina pectoris.or cardiac insuf- 
ficiency. All they could do was to give you certain 


drugs as palliatives, which might prolong your life, 


bat could net save it. 

There is only one natural death, and that ‘is from 
senility. The organs of the body simply wear them- 
selves out after performing their functions for a reason- 
able time. Any death that comes before is unnatural. 
It is due to some defect nature never intended. More 
often than not, it is due to the individual’s own negli- 
gence or carelessness. 

Suppose a man who has always enjoyed good health, 
begins to weaken along in his sixties. He goes to a doc- 
tor, who makes a careful examination and then in- 
forms him that he may have one month or two years 
to live, but no more. His arteries have been hardening 
at such a rate that. arterio-sclerosis is certain to take 
him away. 

There is nothing in common between arterio-sclerosis 
and galloping consumption, for instance. One is an evo- 
lution and the other is an assault. One has been going 
along, slowly and unsuspected, for several decades. The 
other has seized the body within a relatively brief period 
of time and worked irreparable damage. 

The arterio-sclerosis really began along in the thir- 
perhaps, and the man bas lived three decades with- 
knowing there was anything the matter with him. 
If only he had known in time, he could have taken care 
of himself and averted the catastrophe. 

As with arterio-sclerosis, so is it in a majority of 

cases with those other slow-developing maladies, uremia, 
pulmonary edemia, diabetes, gout and the rest. All 
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of them are curable if discovered in time, and, in most 
instances, easily curable. It is only the long neglect 
of them whieh has given the invaders such a foothold 
that at last they are- rable to defy all efforts at ex- 
pulsion. 

Most of them started ‘in some kind of lesion. At 
the beginning there was an interval between health and 
unhealth, when everything might have been done. The 
doctors of a few years ago were not able to determine 
when this period existed, because they did not have the 
auxiliaries, which the modern, scientifie doctor nas, to 
detect it. Nowadays, if it goes undetected, it is the fault 
of the sufferer. 

In explaining this more clearly, the French scientist— 
in whose opinion the St. Louisan concurs—wrote the 
following sentence in italics: 

‘‘The thing every man should learn as soon as pos- 
sible ia that he ran be in bad health for a long time 
without feeling ill to the slightest extent!’’ 

Three little devices have revealed to the physician 


To understand it prop’ of today conditions of which bis predecessor must long 


have remained ignorant. They are the sphyg-mo-nia- 
nhom-e-ter, or blood-pressure machine; the pho-nen-do- 
scope and the my-0-to-no-me-ter. With the first the 
modern -doctor can discover any weaxness in the blood 
vessels. With the second he can discover troubles of 
the lungs or heart. With the third he can discover 
frailties in the nerve-muscular systems. Practically all 
fatal disease traceable to lesions can be detected from 


‘the first with one of these three machines. 


Suppose there is a slight lesion in the heart, at, say, 
age 30. The body is in the height of its vigor. Nature 
becomes its own doctor. The great pumping muscles 
heal themselves, by developing greater power to meet 
And so, for a period of years, the 
heart goes on doing a little bit more work than nature 
intended it to. 
age, yet it cannot quit for repairs. Its over-developed 
fibers begin to grow flabby. And then some dag its 
owner drops suddenly, a victim to heart disease. 

If only he had known in time about that lesion! If 
only he had known that he was overworking the dyna- 
mo! And yet he might have known, He might have 
spared the heart the extra strain by not running upstairs, 
when he was still vigorous. He might have known 
ter than to take long swims or do the Other things 


that overtax the heart. He might have favored the 


weakened organ often, giving it plenty of time to repair 
that little break in a normal way. Yet because he 
didn’t know, he went on in his foolish confidence of bis 
own vigor, deing what was nothing less than suicidal! / 

The lesion could have been detected in the first mo- 
ments ofsits existence if a trained and assisted ear had 
been listening to a slight abnormality in the sound of 
the®heart’s noise—that is to say: it the right person 
heard the “knocking” of the motor which told that 
something was wrong. The old fashion stethoscope 
couldn't do this; but the new cae phonendoscope 
“could. 
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The phonendoscope simply intensifies sound so that it 
has meaning to the right person. it consists of a sort 
of transmitter arrangement that can be placed over the 
heart. The diaphragm is connected through tubes with 
the ear. In other words, the phonendoscope is the de- 
tectaphone of the human body. ; 

The blood-pressure machine is equally important. 
Like all great inventions, it is simplicity itself. As 
everybody knows, when blood is pumped from the heart 
it flows through the arteries and veins. The move- 
ments we call the pulse simply are alternate filling and 
emptying of the arteries. In normal health, at a given 
age, the blood is pumped through them at an average 
pressure. When anything is wrong with the circula- 
tory system, the pressure is increased or diminished. 


Suppose the.arteries begin to Barden. This will medh 
that their elaaticity is diminished and that, in conse- 
quence, greater pressure is needed to force blood through 
them. Or if there is something wrong with the *idneys, 
with a general weakening effect upon the circulation, the 
bleod pressure will diminish. 

It is a fundamental principle of physics that action 
and reaction\are commensurate. Thus, if it takes a 
given amount of pressure to send the blood through an 
artery, the same pressure in opposition will be required 
to keep the blood from entering the artery. 

A band, containing a rubber sack, is passed around 
the arm above the elbow. Connected to the sack by a 
tube is a small pump and, by another tube, is a dial 
which will register on a disc the pressure of whatever 
air the pump shgots into the sack. When the apparatus 
is in place, all the doctor has to do is to work the pump 
with one hand, feel the pulsations at the wrist with 
the other, and watch the dial. At the instant the pulse 
beats stop the doctor knows that he has put on enoven 
pressure to counterbalance that exerted by he 
current. The dial tells him just how. much that is. 

If it is more than it ought to be or less than it ought 
to be, the doctor knows there is some defect in the 
man’s internal machinery someWhere and at once starts 
looking for it. Once it is found, he starts the patient .

EATH at the feast! 
der at a wedding banquet! 
poisoned! Twelve deaths!” 

£6 read the headlines in the Paris 
papers. Under them are telegraphic 
dispatches from Cholet, in the de- 

: partment of Maine-ét-Loiré, telling 

the terrible story. Fifty persons had sat down to a 

feast in honor of a wedding; of this fifty, thirty-eight 

hae been poisoned and twelve are dead. 

The symptoms are the same. All were seized with 
violent abdominal pains, purging and sudden high 
fever. ‘Arsenic is suspected. The police are investigat- 
ing. . 

The police find out nothing. Nobody at that family 
reunion had any animosity against anyone else. None 
of them had enemies. There is no apparent motive for 
murder, not even of one person, let alone of two score. 

Famous detectives are sent down from Paris. They 
obtain the remnants of the feast. They analyze them. 
No arsenic is found. No metallic poison such as might 
have caused those deaths is 3 

What then is the cause? 

In his library in Paris sits Prof. 6 dean 
of the Medical Faculty, and hea’ of the Pasteur In- 
stitute. He is pondering over the sani of that whole 
sale poisoning at Cholet. 

“There are other poisons besides arsenic’ and the 
metals,” he says to the Deputy Minister of Justice who 
has come to consult him. “There are other poisons that 
would produce just those symptoms. These are bacteria. 
Have you made a bocteriological examination of what 
was left over from the feast?” * 

The official confesses that they have not. 

“Have it made at once,” says Prof. Chantemesse. 
“Now, let us analyze this menu and try to find out 
what dish served at the feast ‘was most likely to con- 
tain disease germs. The hors d'oeuvres, being served 

raw, are always to be suspected. The germs of such 
diseases as typhoid are often found upon radishes, 
celery, évceumbers— any vegetable that is not cooked. 
If these were to blame there must have been other 
cases in the town besides those who 
You tell me there have been none. Then the 
hors d'oeuvres are probably innocent.

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“TYPHOID MARY.” _ 
ARY MALLON was a “typhoid carrier” of 
M the same type as that discovered by Prof. 
Chantemesse. She became known as 
“Typhoid Mary.” In 1900 she was a servant in 
a family at Mamaroneck on Long Island. A 
young man visiting the house had typhoid fever. 
In 1901 the Jaundress of a New York family that 
employed Mary Mallon took typhoid. In 1902 
seven members of a lawyer’s summer household 
at Dark Harbor, Maine, were stricken. Mary 
Mallon was a servant there. In 1904 four serv- 
ants of a family at Sands Point, L. I., fell ill. 
Mary Mallon was of that household. In 1906 
six of a family of eleven, that of a banker at 
Oyster Bay, had typhoid. Mary Mallon was their 
cook. Later the same yeér Mary was working 
for a family at Tuxedo Park, N. J.; their laundress 
was s:rickem. In 1907 Mary was cook in a New 
York City home. Two cases of typhoid followed 
hex arrival. 

The Board of Health found that Mary, though 
she had never had typhoid, was “a perambulating 
disease.” They sent her to North Brother Island 
and kept her tere for three years in strict quar- 
antine.

Nantes. Dr. Rappin has been called in to attend one 
of the sufferers. In this man’s blood, he writes, he has 
discovered a bacillus, and this he recognizes as an old 
friend, a toxic germ he has noticed before in treating 
cases in which persons had been poisoned by eating 
curds and sour mik. 

Prof. Chantemesse performs an autopsy on the body 
of one of those who died after the banquet. He, too, 
finds a becillus that resembles in all respects those found 
by his colleagues. He describes it as a mobile bacillus 
of the Goertner group.” 

Prof. Chantemesse is familiar with gateau a la creme 
He knows it is a custard, with a meringue upon 
it. He knows there are many ways of making it. He 
wants to know just how this particular gateau was made. 
The cook who made it is sent for. He asks her for her 
recipe. She gives it gladly. Is she not proud of her 
gateau a la creme? 

Milk, sugar and the grated yellow rind of a lemon, 
bofied tegether. The beaten yolks of eggs stirred into 
the boiling fluid. Place in a compotier to cool. The 
whites of the eggs whipped to a stiff froth and piled 
upon the custard. Crush macaroons; sprinkle the 
crumbs over the froth and pop the dessert into a hot 
oven for about two minutes, \just long enough to brown 
the surface. The whites: of the eggs are not cooked, 
The slight browning in the oven coagulates the albu- 
men superficially and forms a crust. An ideal medium 
is left below for the multiplication and pullulation of 
any pathogenic bacteria that may have pre-existed in 
the whites of the eggs.” 

To demonstrate this, Prof. Chantemesse takes a few 
of the bacteria found by himself and his colleagues and 
places them in the meringue. He tries them on some 
guinea pigs. They suffer just as did the members of 
the Cholet wedding party and die in a day or two. 

Further questioning of the cook reveals the fact that 
she made her cream the night before the wedding and 
left it to. stan? in the warm kitchen. 

“Ideal -eonditions for the spread of the microbes 
Chantemesse. 

But Prof. Chantemesse is not yet satisfied. He has 
caught the “gunmen,” yes. But he has not found “the 
man higher up.” Here are the microbes; but where 
did the microbes come from? That is the serious ques- 
tion.

How did the microbes get into the 
Who put them there? Flies, is the obvious 
onswer; but flies could only have contaminated the 
surface of the meringue. The bits of crust which Prof. 
Chantemesse has preserved show no sign of such con- 
tamination, 

Back to Cholet and the scene of the ¢ragedy goes 
the ir4etatigable detective of science. Questions are 
asked. Physicians are interviewed. Other 
cases of suspicious pojsoning are report- 
ed. And each case has followed a meal 
prepared by that same Breton peasant 
woman who is so proud of her gateau a 
la creme, She has served many families 
in and around Cholet. 

Prof. Chantemesse questions her again. 
She is a healthy woman. She has never 
had typhoid fever nor any disease that 
resembles it. 

But Prof. Chantemesse knows all about 
typhoid carriers. He has read of and 
met with “those abnormal persons who, 
themselves immune to the attacks of the 
. typhoid germ, carry them around in their 

systems for indefinite periods and dis- 
seminate them wherever they go.
